“The oath which every official takes on 
assuming his public duties is that he shall 
honestly and faithfully execute the laws and 
the duties of his position, and yet itis widely 
suspected that public officials, as a class, 
are not generally the best but the worst 
element in society. The wholesale pecula- 
tions of officers. of insurance companies, re- 
cently exposed, could not have been done 
had not public officials protected them.

The other two were sent to the clerk’s desk 
by Ald. Finn. They attacked the clauses in 
the ordinance which allow the companies to 
make a practical consolidation by leasing 
their plants and mains to or from each other. 
They sought to limit the life of such leases 
to the five years during which the 8 cent gas 
rate is to be effective. Both of them were

Provisions of the Ordinance. 


As the ordinance passed by the council 
now stands it provides: 

That. dating from Feb. 1. the cost of gae to private 
consumers shall be 85 cents 1,000 cubie feet, pro- 
viding the billa are paid within ten Gays of pre- 
sentation.

as the first firemen, members of the Seventh 
battalion, reached the scene. 

Thousands of people were attracted by the 
blaze and remained in the boulevard until the 
fire Was under control at 9 o’clock after hav- 

burned for nearly three hours. 

lle the Gre was at its height several of 
the church trustees held an informal meeting,, 
standing in a shower of engine sparks on the 
corner. At this meeting they planned to re- 
build at once the church which had been 
erected four years ago at a cost of over 
$50,000. Later the trustees repaired to the 
parsonage of the paggor, the Rev. Harold B. 
Holt, at 849 Ashland boulevard, and arranged 
for a meeting of the congregation at 2 o'clock 
Sunday afternoon in the Fourth Baptist 
church, Monroe street and Ashland boule- 
vard. 


Prepared for Anti-Cigaret Meeting. 

The fire is supposed to have originated in 
the boiler room. There was to have beens 
meeting of ghe Anti-Cigaret league in the 
church last night and Judge R. 8. Tuthill 
was to have delivered an address. Janitor 
William Martin built up e hot fire in the 

and left his 14 year old son Albert 
to watch it. Then the blaze started, the boy 
doesn’t know how. It had obtained good 
headway when he ran out and aroused aged 
Hdward Buck nearby, who turned in the’ 
alarm. 

-A few moments jater, at 6:40 o’clock, the 
flames burst from the steeple and thé 
spire, reaching 160 feet into the air, was" 
all ablaze., The scene at this moment 
was remarkable, the veritable pillar of fire 
standing out sharply in the twilight. The 
whole steeple collapsed just ag the firemen 
were getting out their leads of hose. No at- 
tempt wae made td get into the building, . 
which was a blazitig furnace from the mo- 
ment the roof fellin. The firemen centered 
their efforts on saving adjoining property. 

The roof of the residence of John Jinocchio, 
adjoining the church on the south, was fired 
by sparks from the burning church, end 
damaged considerably. The streets were 
filled with thousands of spectators, and hun- 
dreds occupied the windows and porches of 
neighboring houses and flats. :

LUMBER FIRMS ARE OUSTED 
FROM TWENTY-FIRST PLACE. 


City Forcibly Carries Off Stock of Con- 
cerns Which Ignored Order to Vacate 
Public Ground. 


Five lumber companies were ousted forcibly 
from occupation of Twenty-first place yester- 
day. The firms are John A. Gauger & Co., 
Maxwell Bros., Rathborne, Hair & Ridgway, 
Foley & Williams Manufacturing company, 
and William C. Seipp. They had ignored the 
city’s orders to vacate. 

The part of the street cleared is between 
Loomis and Throop streets. It had been oc- 
cupied with lumber and small buildings for 
many years. ,By order of the council Public 
Works Commissioner Patterson sent four 
wagons and ten city employés to remove the 
obstructions, The lumber was confiscated to 
thecity. Edgar Maxwell and John A. Gauger 
protested in vain at the city hall 

The city’s force marched upon the district 
and wherever lumber was stacked on public 
ground the crusaders began to transfer it to 
the city’s wagons, 

The workmen demolished a frame engine 
house on the Seipp property, which was 
built in Loomis street, and a brick machine 
shop which occupied the alley adjoining. In 
all Seipp occupied 2,343 square feet in Loomis 
street and the neighboring alley. Maxwel 
Bros. occupied 17,810 square feet of pubile 
space, nearly all in Twenty~-drst place. Lum- 
ber piles were stacked in the street and a saw~ 
mill was in operation, 

John A. Gauger & Co. had 6,688 square feet. 
nearly all occupied by lumber, and Rath- 
borne, Hair & Ridgway have a barn in an 
alley adjoining their factory occupying 768 
suare feet. The Foley & Williams Manufac- 
turing company had 8,125 square feet. 

Twenty-first place had been closed to the 
public for many years,and the lumber dealers 
have occupied the streets and alleys in the 
district without the slightest previous oppo- 
sition from: © the city.

STATE SENATOR PARKER CALLS 
MANN’S EXPLANATION UNTRUE. 


Declares in Speech Before Ward Club 
That Congressman Did Not Tell Facts 


Concerning “Mileage Grab.” 


Congressmah Mann’s explanation of the 
** mileage grab ’’ was attacked by State Sen- 
ator Parker last night in a speech before the 
Seventh Ward club, Sixty-first street and 
Cottage Grove avenue, 

After saying that President Roosevelt con- 
vened congress Nov. 9, 1903, and the session 
continued far into 1904 without a recess, Mr. 
Parker said: _ 

“The congressmen collected their mileage, 
but onsJan.. 29-30, 1904, they attempted to 
get a second «mileage of $190,000. The prop- 
osition was carried by a viva voce vote, but 
when the tellers were called for 167 members 
voted against it and not one member for it. 
The elections of 1904 were then soon to fol- 
low. ore than a year later, and deep In the 
night of March 1, 1906, after the election, 
Mr. Mann, as chairman, following the exam- 
ple, or, as he calls it, *precedent’ estab- 
lished by another eager friend of the measure 
when the grab was first attempted, swiftly 
ruled the $190,000 double mileage claim into 
the bill, repérted the bill favorably to the 
house, and voted for it.” 

Mr, Parker also declared that in his ex- 
planation Congressman Mann made “ gar- 
bled and erroneous statements ” regarding 
the law governing mileage.

LAURA DEGENKOLBE HIT BY CAB 
ON LEAVING SCHOOL.

Child, Attracted by Display of Valen- 
tines in Store Window, Attempts te 
Cross Street, but Is Run Down and 
Hér Skull Fractured—Dies Two 
Hours Later jn Mother’s Arms 
Father Denounces Motormen’s Prac. 
tice of Speeding Near Institutions. 


A child's desire to admire a display of 
valentines in a store window yesterday re- 
sulted in her death. Seeing only the paper 
flowersand the painted Cupids and unheeding 
a street car which was approaching at a fast 
speed, little 6 year old Laura Degenkolbe at- 
tempted to run across the street. She. was 
struck by a Wentworth avenue car at Thirty- 
third street. She died two hours later in her 
mother’s arms without regaining conscious- 


ness. 

It was her first day in school. For weeks 
she had looked forward to the time when she 
could “‘ go with the other girls."’ Her mother 
had taken her to the Webster school, Went- 
worth avenue and Thirty-third street, In the 
morning, and entered. her in the classes. 


When school was “ out ” Laura waited at the 
gate for Marie Haggerty, 6 years old. | 
As they were waiting for a south bound car 


to pass, Laura’s attention was attracted by 
a display of valentines in a store window 
across the street. After the car’ passed, 
Laura called out to her companion: 

“O,hurry, let’s see those pretty vaientines 
in that store.” 


Car Strikes Little.Girl. 

She started across the street, her eyes fas- 
tened on the “ wonderful creations ’’ in the 
window. She did not see a north bound car 
coming. Marie saw it and screamed to Laura 
to “look out.” But it was too late. 

The little girl was dragged several feet 
before the car could be stopped. Pedestrians 
carried the little girl into the office of Dr. 
J. M. Frasher, 3300 Wentworth avenue, where 
an examination showed that her skufl was 
fractured. He took the little girl in a cab to 
the home of. her father, Paul Degenkolbe, 
8011 Wentworth avenue. 

The mother was alone in the house. When 
the doctor entered, carrying the girl in his 
arms, she grabbed the child from him and sat 
in a rocking chair, hugging the girl close to 
her. With difficulty the ‘physician worked 
to save the child's life, but it was useless. A 
little later the girl was dead. ’The moiher, 
overcome by grief, refused to believe her 
daughter was gone, but gat in the chair, 
rocking the little form and saying: “ Never 
mind, Laura, you soon will be well.” 


Blames Carelessness for Death. 

When the father returned from work in 
the evening and learned the child was dead 
he was almost prostrated 

“Tt’s a plain case of murder,” he said. 
“ These motormen go from Thirty-fifth street 
to Thirty-first street at the rate of twenty- 
five miles an hour. It’s crimina] careless- 
ness. Why don’t cars stop before passing 
schools, the same as they do at boulevards 
and other street crossings?’ 

Mr. Dégenkolbe declared that action 
should be taken by the city authorities to 
prevent accidents of a similar kind. Other 
residents of the neighborhood declared that 
they would petition the city council to com- 
pel cars to stop before passing a schoolhouse 
and to go slowly while in the vicinity of one.

PROF. FOSTER TAKES A NOVEL 
VIEW OF IMMORTALITY. 


Eternal Continuance of Conscious Ex- 

istence, He Declares, Is Highly Im- 

' probable, Although Moral Idéas and 

Moral Progress May Eudure For- 

ever—Belief in/an imperishable 

Seul Entity, He Thinks, Is Not a 
Basis for Ethics or Religion. 


Prof. George Burman Foster of the Chicago 
university divinity school, whose. book, “The 
Finality of the Christian Religion,” denies 
the credibility of miracles and’ asserts that 
proof of the resurrection of:Christ is insuffi- 
cient, has an article in the February issue of 
the Biblical World.in which he practically 
denies the probability of conscious immor- 
tality. 

“It cannot be denied that in curtfme faith 
in immortality has become uncertain in ever 
widening circles where scientific and histori- 
coal investigations and views have taken 
root,”’ the article says, “ and it is not clear 
that the future will bring a change in this sit- 
uation. Therefore it does not seem pedagog- 
ically wise to make the bindingness or the 
importance of moral laws dependent on so 
uncertain a factor as faith in a future life. 


" Would Not Change Ethics. 

“ Besides, ethics would have no cause to 
change a'single one of its propositions, 
whether there was Hfe after death or not. 
Moral laws are the conditions on which hu- 
man welfare reposes in this life."’ 

Further along he declares that “‘ the argu- 
ment from retribution has not demonstrated 
the prolongation+of human existence after 
death.”’ 

He mentions the efforts of metaphysicians 
to base immortality on the conception of a 
psychological substance, and asserts that 
such a conception does not add strength to 
the theory. 

“ Hegel,” he says, “‘ profoundly saw that to 
assume the immortality of the soul on ac- 
count of its absolute simplicity was to affirm 
that the soul could not die because it was 
thus something that was dead already.”’ 


Only Moral Progress Endures. 

Briefly stated, Prof. Foster's idea of im- 
mortality is: *“‘ Immortality and eternity of 
man does not consist in the endless duration 
of the individual, but in the eternity of the 
moral idea and-of moral progress.”’ 

That the immortality of man is not con- 
scious existencd after death is intimated by 
Prof. Foster in these words: 

* Abandoning the soul substance theory, 
if there be no continuity between my con- 
sciousness here and hereafter, I do not quite 
see how it may be sald that it ie I that con- 
tinues. If Peter should Wake up in the morn- 
ing with Paul’s consciousness instead of his 
own, he would no longer be Peter; and I do 
not see how it would be otherwise were 
Peter's consciousness discontinuous and de 
novo.” 

Makes Answer to Foster. 

The Rev. Lloyd Darsie, pastor of the Jack- 
son Boulevard Christian church, in an ad- 
dress before the members of his congregation 
last evd@ping answered the recent attack upon 
orthodox religion by Prof. Foster. 

In referring to those who saw and-chron- 
icled the miracles of the bible, Mr. Darsie 
sald: 

“The firm and unshaken conviction of the 
original witnesses, as evidenced by their 
preaching and conduct, are;stubborn and 
luminous facts. Christianity is based on his- 
torical facts and not upon ‘ cunningly devised

Complaint Made by Jones. + 

In a communication to TH® TRIBUNE Com- 
wieshoner Jones complains that he bas been 
unjustly criticised. 

“ The charge that the commission does not 
enforce the law," says the commissioner, 
“is in part correct. With the force of in- 
spectors and the amount of the appropriation 
it would be impossible to strictly enforce tive 
law and thus prevent the sale of adulterated 
food. 

* Illinois ts the first food producing as well 
as the first manufacturing state in the union; 
it hae in round numbers 15,000 retail gro- 
ceries, 1,000 creameries, and 40,000 dairies to 
inspect and guard, and, with six inspectors 
and two chemists, the number fixed by' the 
law, it would be impo le to inspect each of 
these places where food products are pro- 
duced and sold, each year.”’ 


Says Comparison Is Unfair. 


Mr. Jones then goes on to say that the 
compazigon with North Dakota is unfair, 
because North Dakota’s food commission 
has more chemists than Illinois. He states 
that IlHinois has five times the ntfmber of 
retail groceries as North Dakota and more 
than twenty-fold in manufactories, 

“Taking samples is not the only work 
performed by the Illinois inspectors,”’ says 
Mr. Jones. “ They are required to look after 
creameries, dairies, and milk condensaries 
and report on them as well as look up testi- 
mony in each case prosecuted. Frequently 
our inspectors are called to the furthest part 
of the state to attend trials as witnesses, 
taking several days and at considerable ex- 
pense to the department.” 

The commissioner asserts further that he 
is for the Heyburn bill and not identified with 
the American Food Journal, and that he is 
satisfied that the foods of tne state are purer 
and more wholesome today than at any time 
within the last six years.

panies obligating them to pay a percentage of 
their gross receipts to the municipality. 

The city agrees to withdraw all present lawsuits 
against the companies, except the one secking 
to.sustain the validity of the 75 cent ordinance 
of 1900. This ordinance is repealed, but con- 


sumers who think they have rebates on their gas 


bills under it can still prosecute sults to recover. 


Passed Without a Fight.. 

There was no real fight at the council] meet- 
ing when the gas ordinance came up as ‘a 
especial order, There was considerable talk 
but nothing which really could be called op- 
position. The mayor and some of his friends 
had a talk over the measure in the morning 
and, recognizing the fact the ordinance was 
bound to pass, decided to content themselves 
with an attempt to pass the amendments 
afterward put in by Ald. Zimmer and Finn. 
When. the council met it got down to busipese 
at once. 

Ald. Kunz tried to make a diversion by 
asking that the report of the license commit- 
tee recommending the $1,000 saloon license Be 
considered also, but was ruled out of order, 
and he did not even get a chance to get a vote 
on hie motion. Then Ald. Young, who 1s 
chairman of the committee on gas which had 
the ordinance in charge, sent in sme amend- 
ments which were intended to cure errors 
and omigsions*in the drafting of the meas- 
ure, ! ’ 

The most important of them provided that 
nothing in the ordinance should be construed 
to mean that the state or city acknowledged 
it did not have the right to fix the price of 
gas, and on the other hand-the companies 
did not concede that the state or city had 
this right, but for the purposes of, this agree- 


| ment the city and the companies entered int» 


the bargain stated in the ordinance irre- 
spective of what their legal rene might be 
in the matter, . 


. Contract Irrespective of Courts. 

“ The amendment is drawn to make a bind- 
ing bargain opntract between the city and the 
companies, irrespective of what'the courts 
may’ decide as to the legality of the recent 
act of the legislature giving the city the right 
to fix the price of gas,” explained Ala. Young.

Long Diration of Shadow. 

The beginning of the éclipse was recorded 
officially at 11:54:06 p. m.; when the moon 
entered the penumbra. At 11:57 the shadow 
began to be visible. It took exactly an hour 
for ‘the shadow to envelop the moon, At 
1:47 a.-m. the middle was reached and at 
2:86:12 the togal eclipse ended. The shadow 
left the moon at 3:37 and the moon left the 
penumbta at 4:29:54. 

At the beginning the eclipse was seen ig 
North and South America, and in western 
Europe and Africa. The ending was visible 
generally in North and Central ‘America, 
western South America, northeastern Asia, 
and Australia, i 

Viewed ly Astronomers. 

Prof. Forest Ray Moulton and Prof. Kurt 
Laves of thg astronomy department of the 
University of Chicago recorded the phenome- 
non from the small observatory on the cam-~ 
pus. A few graduate students were presen-, 
to whom Prof. Moulton explained the various 
stages of the eclipse... No photographs were 
taken, and the party broke up before the 
shadow passed off the moon. 

Prof. George W. Hough of the Dearborn 


‘* Owing to the light clouds I was unable to 
get good results from my observations. I 
could make a closer observation with my 
naked eye than with the instruments. I had 
hoped to get some photographs of several 
stars undiscovered. I took several pictures 
of Jupiter and Mars to ascertain the effect 
which the eclipse might have on them, but I 
could detect no changes. I found, by means 
of my sensitometer, that the intensity of the 
light from the moon was .00117 of that from a 
full moon.” 

Prof. George Ellery Hale, director of the 
Yerkes observatory at Lake Geneva, is in 
California, and, accordingly, did not make 
use of the large Yerkes telescope. In his 
place Edwin Brant Frost, professor of astrv- 
physics, and several assistants watched the

Mr. Gillesple didnot know the interstate 
commerce commission as it now exists was 
not at all a friend to the railroads. It has 
been bitterly assailed by every railroad man- 
ager who testified before the congressionel 
cemmittees,. ita members have been de- 
nounced as nohodies, and their action in 
stirring up rebate cases against the Santa 
Fé provoked against them powerful op- 
position. If directed to investigate the Penn- 
sylvania merger, the commission would have 
been only too glad toe obey a resolution of 
congress to that effect. 


Pennsylvania Merger a Grant. 

Even if the origina} resolution had request- 
ead data regarding the ectual ownership of 
the Baltimore amd Ohio, the true inward- 
ness of the merger would have been disclosed. 
The New Yerk Central and Pennsylvania 
combined to control the Baltimore and Ohtfo, 
Chesapeake and Ohio, and Norfolk and West- 
ern. Together they own either a majority of 
the stock or sufficiently large interests to con- 
trol the operation of all these three 
roads. Similarly they combine to con- 
trol. the Reading aystem of coal: roads, and 
all these combinations were made to ex- 
tinguish competition and cripple, if not de- 
stroy, the Gould system, which was build- 
ing by way of Washington to the Atlantic 
coast to furnish an outlet for the Wabash, at 


were united in. this merger. 

Reports of purchased roads to the inter- 
state commerce commission will show this 
ownership, dnd that is what congress now 
proposes to demonstrate. 
will be requested in the near future to re- 
port all facts in its possession as to the own- 
ership of the Chesapeake and Ohio, Baiti- 
more and Ohio, Norfolk and Western, and 
the Reading system. 

Combine Kills Competition. 


This tnquiry is to be made on the general 
basia that the roads have combined for the 
purpose of destroying competition. In addi- 
tion to that, it is rapidly growing to be the 
belief of congress that contre] of the coal 
trade, both bituminous and anthracite, is 
now largely in the hands of this combination. 

This feeling was shown by the extraordi- 
nary interest which was manifested in the 
senate today when Tillman read a letter from 
Gov. Dawson ef West Virginia, which was 
a remarkabie document because it was, in, 
effect; a repudiation of Senator Elkins and 
his notorious devotion to the interests of the 
railroads. It is not often that a governor 
publicly takes iasue With a senator from 
his own state, but this is exactly what the 
chief executive of West Virginia has done 
anda his letter is more than likely to be an 
{impelling cause in the direction of an imme- 
diate and sweeping investigation of the re- 
lations between all eastern trunk Line rail- 


roads. 
Investigation Levér in Senate. 


As a matter of course, this investigation 
will concentrate public attention to such an 
extent it will in the run unquestionably 
influ the senate so that the majority in 
behalf of the administration ralfiroad rate 
measure will grow larger instead of smaller, 
an@ the chances of unworthy substitutes and 
amendments being adopted be lessened. 

Even such a pronounced opponent of the 
administration policy es Senator Foraker 
was impressed by the West Virginia letter, 
and declared without hesitation that it 
struck at the real root of the transportation 
evil. The Ohio senator expressed the opinion |}, 
that an investigation of the merger ought to 
be made, and the chances are, therefore, in 
spite of the crude attempt of Gillespie in the 
house, that the senate itself will direct either 
the department of justice or the interstate 
commeroe commission to investigate thewhole 
subject.

Use of Money a Mystery.

“ Thus,” the report continues, “ the aver- 
age sum per annum paid to Hamilton during 
those ten years for the purposes of the so- 
called bureau of taxation and legisiation and 
charged to legal expenses, apart oo his own 
services, was in round figures $61,000."’ 

Referring to Jehn A. McCall’s statement 
before the Armstrong legislative committee 
that Hamilton was to render no account of 
his expenditure either ap to persons or pur- 
poses, because his service was necessarily 
and properly a secret one, the report says: 

“There would not appear to have been 
any sound reason for treating it as a secret 
service under any circumstances in anything 
like ite entirety. Moreover, it appears from 
the terms of veuchers for payments at the 
home office of $25,000 on May 10, 1808; $1,500 
|} on July £1, 1800; and $2,500 on July 28, 1800; 
of $2,500 om Aug.@8, 1890; and of §7,000 on 
Feb, 8, 1906, that they were to be accounted 
for, but no account was ever rendered as to 
any of them. 

“Your committee ts advised that an ac- 
counting may be compelled from Hamilton 
with respect to the moneys received by him 
for. the purpose of the so-called bureau of 
taxation and legisiation, and it may be as- 
certained to what: extent and for what pur- 
poses they ‘were used and to whom they 
were paid; and proceedings for such an ac- 
counting should be at once iInstituted.’’ 


Payments Ordered by McCall. 


Referring to the $235,000 which was paid 
to Hamilton by the New York Life on “ Home 
annex account,’’ the ‘report says: 

“These sums of money were all paid to 
Hamiliten by the order ef President McCall, 
and the responsibility for these transactions 
is entirely with him, and your committee is 
advised that Mr. McCall became legally able. 
for the whole amount. This sum he has re- 
cently paid in full, and the company is there- 
by saved from any loss on account thereof.” 

The report takes up next the matter of the 
$75,000 which Hamilton got from a payment 
made to him ostensibly for the purpose of 
taking up the New York Life's indebtedness 
to the state for ite franchise tax. This tax 
amounted to $111,189.04, and a check was 
drawn payable to Hamilton’ *s account for that 
amount June 6, 1904, but the taxes were not 
paid then. 4 

The report says: ‘‘ There was no reason for 
making the check to Hamilten’s order. If 
it had been payable to the state centroller’s 
order the money would not have been drawn 
from the funds of the company in the bank, 
presumably at interest, until it was actually 
used jin payment of the tax. Being drawn te 
Hamilton's order, he was enabied to at once 
transfer this large sum to his own bank 
account, which is what he did. 

“Andy” Pockets $75,000, 

“It is said that between June 6, 1904, when 
he received the first check, and Aug. 8, 
1904, when he -received the second check, 
he was given permission to use $75,000 of the 
proceeds of the first check for thé purposes 
of his so-calledbureau. But it appears that 
between May 27, 1904, and June 18, 1904, he 
drew $40,000 from the branch offices for its 
purposes. It is scarcely conceivable that be- 
tween June 6 and Aug. 8, 1904, he neéded or 
spent $75,000 more for its purposes, and this 
is confirmed by the fact that this sum of 
$75,000 was never charged to legal expenses 

“No ether conclusion would setm to be 
permissible ‘than that Hamilton used for his 
own purposes $75,000 of the proceeds of the 
check of June 6, 1964, delivered to him for the 
purpose of paying the state tax, and your 
committee is advised that beth Mr. McCall 
and Hamilton are under the circumstances 
‘legally lable for. this sum, and therefore 
recommends that proceedings be instituted 
against them to enforce its repayment.”’

In 1807 he drew for his buréau $30,000 less 
than the sum he claims he was allowed annu- 
ally for it, and it appears that there was no 
absolute limit fixed to his expenditures by 
his alleged arrangement with the president. 


Hamilton Bluntly Accused. 


“ There was therefore no occasion for him 
im 1897 or any other year to raise money to 
carry on his work for the company by dis- 
counting notes.. Your committee can only 
conclude that Hamilton used and discounted 
all these notes for his own purposes, that 
the company was a stranger to them, and 
under no obligations to. pay. them, and tKat 
their payment out of the profits of the stee) 
company syndicate was an unwarranted 
payment out of the funds of the company.”’ 

Regarding Perkins’ part in this, the com- 
mittee says: 

* For the payment of -the notes out of the 
profits Mr. McCall is. primarily responsible: 
but by reason of Mr. Perking having per- 
songlly made the payment, notwithstanding 
he acted under the direction of the président 
ef the company, your committee is advised 
that it should be submitted for legal adjuai- 
cation whether he is accountable therefor or 
not. It is only just to Mr, Perkins: to say 
that he derived no benefit from the transac- 
tion, and that. his Mability, if any, is a tech- 
nical legal one.”’ 


Legal Proceedings to Follow.. 


The report concludes: “ In his Paris state- 
ment Hamilton refers, in connection with 
the amounts due from him to the company, to 
his urisettied accounts for retainers for com- 
missions, for percentages. These unsettled 
accounts would seem to be without any sub- 
stantial foundation. The records of the com- 
pany show that he hae presented bills during 
the last ten years for his compensation for 
every kind of service that he rendered and 
that they were paid. ‘ .-

Be that as it may, telephone management 
in this country has for a number of years 
been steadily seeking to displace the flat 
rate by the measured rate. That is said to 
be in the interest of fairness fo the smal! 
user. Still ghe rates suggested are not uni- 
form. ‘They would discriminate.on account 
of both geography and amount of business. 
The amal] user might pay double the rate 
of the large user. On the other hand there 
are certain obvious considerations of equity 
in the idea of a measured rate fairly applied. 
The Chicago public will wish to turn this 
proposal over in its mind with care before 
reaching any conclusion. The business 
firms which make the most extensive use of 
the telephone onght to figure out how much 
they would be likely to pay under the pro- 
posed systems before they assume that they 
would be gainers by the change. 

The most obvious defect in the company’s 
conception of the whole subject is, however, 
its assumption that a. ‘schedule of rates can 
be properly fixed today to control for twenty 
years to come. Such an idea is inadmissible. 
Under pressure from a semi-public inquiry 


telephone rates were voluntarily and mate- | 


rially reduced in New York during the last 
year, and yet 10 per cent net profits are ex- 
pected. A further reduction may come after 
a time. Moreover, any rate provisions fixed 
today are likely soon to be superseded or 
evaded by means of new methods and de- 


vices. The maximum ordinance rate in Chi- | 


cago has been readily noillified by special 
charges for desk telephones and private ex- 
changes, and the company indeed claims 
the right tb ignere that rate in case of the 
prevailing double metallic circuit. What- 
ever its other terms, any telephone ordinance 
should, therefore, provide some practical 
method for readjusting rates as found neces- 
sary during its continuance. . \ 

It will not be safe to leave-that matter 
entirely to the generosity or sense of justice 
of the telephone company. It has not been 
distinguished for those qualities, There is 
no evidence that it has acquired them. If it 
had it would have made certain desirable 
reforms of its own mation. It would have 
done away with the dime slot machines in 
hotels, railroad stations, and wherever else 
they maybe found. The conduct of the 
telephone tompany has not been such as to 
persuade the public that it believes in the 
“square deal.” Precautions must not be 
neglected in negotiating with it. 


Finally, before the city can form any in- : 


telligent judgment as to the reasonableness 
of any given schedule of rates it must obvi- 
ously know what the plant of the company 
is worth and its operating expenses, as 
well as what additional investment is requi- 
site for proper telephone development. That 
information must be based on something 
other than offhand announcements by the 
company’s officers. The city can pass only 
upon alleged fair rates by knowing the bal- 
ance sheet, present and prospective. 


SUPERFLUOUS PORTS. 

There are three ports in Illinois besides 
Chicago. They are Cairo, Galena, and Rock 
Island. ‘The total receipts of the three for 
the last ‘fiscal year were $170.19, and the 
total expenses $1,527.71. On the average 
it cost the government $8.90 to collect $1. 
It would save money by discontinuing the 
ports, bit four employés would lose their 
positions, That is a sufficient reason why 
economy should not be considered. 

The Illinois ports which have been named 
are only three out of the fifty in the country 
where the expenses exceed the receipts. 
Some of them make an extraordinary show- | 
ing, At Albemarle, N. C., it cost last year 
$1,600 te collect $5; at Tappahannock, Va., 
$702; and at Annapolis, $929. The govern- 
ment todk in $15-and paid out $3,231 for the 
support of six empleyés. 

There are some of these unprofitable ports 
which could be abolished without impairing 
the efficiency of the service or interfering 
with anybody except those who would lose 
their jobs. But they will not be abolished.

LABOR IN PARLIAMENT. 


{From Illustrated London News.]} 

To understand the labor victories we must 
go back to 1884, , when the reform bill put the 
weapon the *vote into the hands ef the 
workingman. The first shots fired in 1885 
opened thé citadel to eleven labor M. Ps. 
The setback of the home rule fiasco led the 
liberal leaders to recruit from labor, and to 
issue the Newcastle program. When, how- 
ever, in 1892 only fifteen labor members were 
returned, the Liberals repented of their haste. 
Now for the frst time they understand that 
the workingman will fire his volleys not for 
promises but only when hia intereste are 
définitely attacked. Not till the Taff Vale 
decision destroyed the privilege of the trade 
uhions did the workingman decide that he 
‘must fight solid. 

Although.the miners’ representatives and 
the men .whom the Clarion calis the “ Lib- 
Lab wabblers " may codperate with the gov- 
ernment, the L. R. C. members, fifteen of 
whom are avowed socialists, not only ignore 
the liberal whips but are definitely suspicious 
of the premier. They remember that when 
minister of war he felled to raise the wages 
in the ordnance stores at Woolwich to the 
minimum standard of 20 shillings a week. 
Last Friday the Clarion, an effusion to which 
several L. R. C. members contribute, taiked

Right to Interfere Abandozed. 

President Roosevelt and Secretary Reot 
have gone farther than the Dominicans had 
asked or the senate coentémplated. The 
amendment which Reot has prepared, and 
which will be. transmitted at once to the cem- 
mittee on foreign relations in the senate for 
incorporation in the treaty, provides that 
the United States shall, at the request: of the 
Dominican government, “ previde ‘ protec- 
tion’’ for American citizens engaged in the 
collection of Dominican customs and inter- 
ests confided te their charge. This means 
that the United Gtates will have nothing 
whatever to do with internal conditions in 
Santo Domingo, save as they affect the cus- 
toms houses. The Deminicans may have as 
many revolutions as they want, and asoften 
as they want, and if they dé not touch the 
customs houses or interfere with the collec- 
tion of customs no ground for interference 
by this country can exist.
